In  1936,  the  tradition  of  freshman  Rat  Week  was  instituted.  To  become  acquainted  with  their  lowly 
status  on  campus,  freshmen  were  forced  to  wear  "pigtails,  old  shoes,  reversed  dresses  ....  [have] 
their  hair  cut  [by  upperclassmen] . . .  [and  measure]  the  main  corridor  with  a  1 2  inch  ruler  which  was 
[their]  constant  companion  for  four  weeks."

1 .  No  slacks,  shorts,  riding  breeches  or  culottes  outside  of  dorm 
rooms

occasions) 

4.  No  phone  calls  or  radios  from  7-9:30  p.m.  and  10  p.m.-7  a.m. 

With  G.I.s  returning  to  home  and  school,  by  1949  over  half  the 
students  were  men  and  housing  was  a  problem.  In  1947-48,  the 
College  opened  a  male  dormitory  that  housed  about  60  men  in 
large  rooms-some  accommodating  as  many  as  six  men-with 
lavatories  in  each.  It  was  furnished  with  beds  and  furniture  that 
came  from  the  decommissioned  Navy  Base  at  Solomons,  MD. 
For  many  of  the  men  returning  from  the  war,  the  barrack 
conditions  seemed  all  too  familiar.

With  World  War  II  efforts 
the  focus  of  most  young 
adults,  STC  enrollment 
dropped  dramatically 
from  273  students  in 
1939-40  to  101  in 
1944-45.

The  new  men's  dorm  opened  in  1951  and  was 
fitted  with  a  Bendix  washer  that  soon  broke 
and  became  the  joke  of  the  dorm.  In  Holly 
Leaf  articles,  the  men 
noted  that,  "Due  to  the 
fact  that  our  Bendix  was 
broken  loose  from  its 
anchorage,  it  now  costs 
50  cents  to  operate. 

Twenty-five  for  the 
machine  and  25  for  Al 
Moran  to  sit  on  it." 

And  some  suggested 
the  College  Bulletin 
should  carry  a  notice  to 
incoming  freshmen  to  "bring  a  good  leather 
saddle  for  the  Bendix."

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The  long-standing  campus 
tradition  of  parking  problems  was 
first  established  in  the  fall  of  1974 
when  two  parking  lots  were 
renovated  bringing  the  number 
of  available  spaces  down  to  620 
for  more  than  2,500  cars. 

Students  parking  on  city  streets 
created  such  problems  that 
Salisbury  Mayor  Elmer  Ruark  felt 
compelled  to  speak  out:  "This 
type  of  problem  needs  to  be 
solved  before  the  good 
relationship  between  the  college 
and  the  community  is  damaged." 


The  first  business  courses  were  offered 
in  1970-71  to  less  than  50  students,  but 
growth  was  rapid  and  by  fall  of  1972 
enrollment  was  near  100.  Within  a  few 
more  years  business  became  the  most 
popular  major  at  SSC.  By  1973-74  there 
was  a  480  percent  growth  in  majors,  and 
in  the  fall  of  1 974  the  department  listed 
over  250  business  majors  taught  by 
nine  full-time  and  several  part-time 
faculty  members.

In  the  1970s,  SSC  enjoyed  a  burst 
of  cultural  and  athletic  activity.  The 
Chamber  Music  Ensemble  and 
Chamber  Choir  were  organized  in 
1975.  SSC  Theatre  built  a  statewide 
reputation  during  these  "Golden 
Years,"  with  productions  like  Wait 
Until  Dark  and  Guys  and  Dolls.  From 
1 972-79,  the  number  of  sports 
teams  doubled  and  the  long  reign 
of  supremacy  in  Sea  Gull  sports 
such  as  football,  field  hockey  and 
lacrosse  began.

To  break  up  the  monotony  of  cafeteria  food  in  the  '80s  the  Dining  Hall  instituted  such  favorites 
as  Mardi  Gras  and  Lobster  Night-where  almost  2,000  lobsters  were  shipped  in  from  Boston  and 
put  in  a  50  gallon  tank  in  the  Dining  Hall  lobby  for  students  to  get  a  peek  at  that  night's  dinner  entree. 

When  the  R.A.s  arrived  late  in  August  1 984  the  new  furniture  for  the  four  traditional  dorms  had  arrived 
but  was  only  partly  assembled.  So  everyone  chipped  in  and  spent  one  whole  day  moving  furniture  and 
screwing  down  desk  tops,  dubbing  themselves  the  "screw  crew."

JANET  DUDLEY-ESHBACH 


Janet  Dudley- Eshbach  became  the  eighth  president  of  Salisbury 
University  in  June  2000,  the  First  woman  to  hold  olhce  in  the 
University  ’s  75-year  history.  Prior  to  her  appointment,  she  served 
as  president  of  Fairmont  (WV)  State  College  and  previously  held 
faculty  and  administrative  positions  at  three  colleges  and  univer¬ 
sities  in  both  the  public  and  private  sectors. 

At  Fairmont,  Dudley- Eshbach  became  the  first  woman  to  lead 
a  four-year  public  institution  ot  higher  education  in  West  Virginia. 
During  her  three-year  tenure  at  the  college,  she  was  recognized  by 
Change  magazine  as  a  "Young  Leader  of  the  Academy’’  in  1998  and 
was  awarded  the  1999  Elizabeth  Dole  Shattered  Glass  Award.  Under 
her  presidency,  Fairmont  received  a  $21  million  GEAR  UP  grant,  the 
sixth  largest  of  the  164  grants  awarded  nationwide,  and  secured  lunding 
for  numerous  projects  such  as  improvements  to  the  library,  Alumni  Center 
and  athletic  facilities. 

During  her  eight  years  at  State  University  of  New  York  College  at  Potsdam, 

Dudley- Eshbach  served  in  positions  of  increasing  responsibility  as  professor  of  Spanish 
and  Latin  American  studies,  chair  of  the  Department  of  Modern  Languages,  associate  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  School  of  Liberal  Arts.  In  1993  she  was 
named  provost. 

During  1985-1988,  Dudley- Eshbach  was  director  of  the  First  Year  Program,  as  well  as 
chair  of  the  Latin  American  Studies  Program  at  Goucher  College.  Prior  to  that,  she  was  an 
instructor  of  Spanish  at  Allegheny  College  in  Meadville,  PA. 

Dudley- Eshbach  completed  undergraduate  studies  in  Spanish  and  Latin  American 
studies  at  Indiana  University  and  earned  her  doctorate  in  Hispanic  literature  at  El  Colegio 
De  Mexico  in  Mexico  City.  In  1980  she  undertook  post-doctoral  study  in  Chile  on  a 
Fulbright-Hays  Grant. 

A  leader  with  international  interests,  Dudley- Eshbach  was  a  member  of  West  Virginia 
Senator  Jay  Rockefeller’s  1997  Project  Harvest  II  Trade  Mission  to  Taiwan  and  Japan.  In 
addition,  she  was  invited  to  participate  in  the  1998  Oxford  International  Round  Table  on 
Educational  Policy  at  Oxford  University  in  England.  She  is  fluent  in  Spanish  and  has 
traveled  extensively  throughout  Latin  America. 

During  her  first  year  at  SU,  the  President  led  the  effort  to  modify  the  name  of  the 
institution  to  Salisbury  University,  a  change  designed  to  reflect  both  the  varied  sources  of 
income  that  now  sustain  the  University  and  the  significant  growth  in  reputation  that  the 
University  has  enjoyed  over  the  last  decade.  Dudley-Eshbach  also  established  a  number  of 
priorities  for  the  institution  including  greater  emphasis  on  diversity  and  inclusion  among 
students,  faculty  and  staff  and  the  planned  conversion  of  all  contingent  employees  to  state- 
funded  positions  with  full  benefits.  Enhanced  campus  communications  and  leadership 
through  a  more  extensive  and  active  shared  governance  system  have  been  another  focus  of 
the  President’s  first  years  at  Salisbury  University.
